As you enter the school’s driveway, the new building 
is the first building on the left at the north end of the 
parking lot. 

May presentation 

As the Third Reich crashed down around them in a 
cataclysm of violence in late April and early May of 
1945, the remaining citizens of Berlin - mostly wom¬ 
en, old men and children too young to fight - went 
about their lives as best they could amid the bombing 
raids, lynchings, rapes and mortar attacks. 

Money - zinc and aluminum coins and paper money 
- were still accepted at the city’s barely stocked stores 
during the unbroken weeks of bombings that preced¬ 
ed the April 16 Soviet advance on the city, during the 
12 days of street-to-street fighting that marked Hitler’s 
crazed defense of the city and during the first painful 
days of occupation. 

April presentation 

The Walking Liberty half dollar series is different 
from most in that there are no really rare pieces to stop 
you in your tracks. Even the key 1921 and 1921-D 
are affordable. “It’s a series that you can complete, “ 
Tony Cass said. 

When grading the coin, pay particular attention to 
the eagle’s breast. There’s a difference between a light 
strike and a worn coin, Tony said. 

John Roberts noted the rims are the highest point. 

A coin with luster on the rims, but weak detail is just 
lightly struck, not worn.

All of the dozen pieces were superficially OK. 

When you started paying attention to them, a few 
stuck out because the fields were noticeably wrong. A 
couple others had reeding problems. 

The rest looked, felt and even sounded genuine.

CNS is Central Ohio’s major Coin Club, and has been 
since they organized in 1906. They hosted the very 
first ANA Convention in 1907 at the Neil House, down 
town Columbus. Again in 1938 they hosted the 

ANA Convention in Columbus. 

By 1987 many members were not only over the hill 
they were way over on the other side. A tew members 
were in ill health and were under medical care. 

The oldest member had just turned 100 years old. 

The club called Penn/Ohio is also very active in the 
local area. The sponsor a convention at the Neil House 
each year. 

In the Spring of 1988 several of the younger 
CNS members meet to form a new club. They were but 
not limited to the following: Jack Smith, Mark 
Kleinlein, Dan Carroll, Steve Barnett, Dan Rich, Greg 
Rande, Jim Hibner, Dean Prosser, Yance Grove, Paul 
Cox. Earl Teaford and others. 

The club was kind of informal and no real organization 
was in effect. However, it was assumed that Greg 
Rande, was President, and Jack Smith was Vice Presi¬ 
dent, while Mark Kleinlein was Secretary/Treasurer 
and Newsletter Editor. 

After some haggling they voted to name the club The 
Central Ohio International Numismatic Society 
(C.O.l.N.S.) 

This year Greg Rande continued as President, Jack 
Smith as Vice President, and Mark Kleinlein was 
Treasurer/Secretary and Newsletter Editor. 

Dues were assessed at $ 5.00 per year. Jack and Mark 
are the driving forces behind the advancement of the 
club. 

Mark was the one who that came up with the acronym 
C.O.l.N.S. and so the club became known as the Cen¬ 
tral Ohio International Numismatic Society until 1996. 
Jack was out there recruiting members ail the time. 

Club meetings were held in the Old Livingston Court 
right branch of the Columbus Library.
